(A)  GENERAL. 

The  Council  gave  up  control  of  the  Slaughterhouse  at 
Pylle  on  28  th.  February ,  1958,  so  that  after  that  date  the 
Inspectors  were  solely  concerned  with  meat  Inspection  and 
not  with  the  administration.  On  1st  April,  1958,  parts 
of  the  Parishes  of  Binegar  and  Stratton-on-the-Fosse  were 
transferred  to  the  Glutton  Rural  District  when  the  boundaries 
of  these  2  Parishes  were  revised  under  the  Somerset  (Clutton 

t 

and  Shepton  Mallet  Districts)  Order,  1958.  196  houses  and 

numerous  other  properties  were  transferred  in  this  way. 

In  Aprils  I  attended  the  Health  Congress  of  the  Royal 
Society  of  Health  at  Eastbourne  and  a  meeting  convened  by 
the  Somerset  County  Council  at  Taunton  to  discuss  the 
Housing  of  Old  People. 

In  April, the  County  Council  asked  the  Rural  District 
Council  to  accept  delegation  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals 
(Waste ‘ Foods )  Order,  1957.  This  Order  controls  the  licensing 
of  Swill  Bolling  Plants.  The  Council,  although  this  was  not 
considered  to  be  a  matter  which  affected  the  public  health, 
accepted  the  delegation  with  reluctance.  In  April,  too,  the 
Council  agreed  to  join  the  Bristol  &  West  Clean  Air  Committee. 

Mr.  Page  took  up  his  duties  as  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  in  February  and  there  were  changes  in  Clerical  Staff 
during  the  year. 
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(B)  WATER  SUPPLIES 


(1)  Council  Main  Supplies, 


under-taking  to  the  Bristol  Water  Works  Company,  the 
Council  agreed  in  principle  to  the  transfer  taking  place 
on  1st, April,  I960,

The  extension  of  the  Council !s  main  from  the  Hamlet  of 
Dean  to  East  Cranmore  in  the  parish  of  Cranmore  was  completed 
in  February,  1958.  This  extension  was  to  afford  a  wholesome 
supply  to  Allhallows  School  and  other  adjoining  properties 
and  cost  £1330.  The  Council's  main  was  also  extended  in 
the  village  of  Oakhill  (Ashwick  Parish)  to  serve  4  additional 
houses  at  a  cost  of  £230. 

There  were  no  shortages  of  v/ater  from  the  Council's 
supplies  in  1958.  Untreated  water  supplied  to  part  of  the 
parish  of  West  Bradley  from  the  Council's  source  at  West 


Bradley  proved  at  times  to  be  subject  to  seasonal

The  9  unsatisfactory  samples  of  untreated  water  were 
from  the  Council rs  main  water  sources  before  treatment  (and 
this  water  is  subsequently  chlorinated)  and  from  the  West 
Bradley  supply  mentioned  previously. 

Ten  samples  of  Council  Main  water  were  taken  for  chemical 
analysis  during  the  year  and  in  all  cases  the  results  showed 
the  water  to  be  satisfactory  in  purity  but  very  hard.  This 
hardness  is  mainly  temporary  -  that  is,  due  to  the  presence 
of  bicarbonates  of  lime  and  magnesium  which  are  precipitated 
when  the  water  is  boiled.  The  water  supplies  of  the  district 


have  no  dissolving  effect  oh  lead. 

( 2 )  Private  Main  Sup plies . 

Water  is  supplied  from  private  main  supplies  in  some 
hamlets  and  areas  in  the  District.  Further  sampling  from 
the  private  main  supply  to  part  of  Oakhill  village  took 
place  and  investigations  into  this  supply  are  still  proceeding

(4)  Sources  of  Supply  to  _the  houses  in  the  District. 

Table  A  on  page  37  shows  the  nature  of  the  supply  to 

the  houses  in  each  parish.  It  will  be  seen  that  of  3,199 

houses  in  the  district,  2795  (87.4%)  have  a  piped  supply 

of  water  either  from  a  public  main  or  a  private  main,  181 

(5.6%)  have  to  rely  on  standpipes  for  their  supply  of  water,

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During  the  year  21  houses  v/ere  connected  to  a  main 
piped  supply.  The  number  of  houses  relying  on  a  standpipe 
supply  was  reduced  by  23,  the  number  having  an  internal 
supply  of  water  from  a  well  or  spring  was  reduced  by  5  and 
the  number  of  houses  relying  on  an  outside  well  or  spring 
was  reduced  by  4,  These  reductions  were  the  result  of 
slum  clearance  and  voluntary  efforts  on  the  part  of  the 
owners • 

Table  B  on  page  38  (Sanitary  Facilities  of  Houses) 
shows  that  2,536  houses  in  the  district  (79,3 %)  are 
connected  to  the  Council  Ts  mains  and  259  houses  (8*1/5)  are 
connected  to  private  mains. 

Note  *  Any  apparent  discrepancy  in  the  figuers  given  is 
due  to  houses  being  closed  by  slum  clearance  procedure. 

( C)  SEWERAGE  AND  DRA IN AGE . 

1*  Sewerage  Scheme  s . 

(a)  Gurney  Slade .  In  September,  1958,  the  Council 
decided  to  proceed  to  invito  tenders  for  sewering  this 
village  which  is  parti;/  in  the  parish  of  Ashwick  and  partly 
in  Binegar  parish  and  consequently  a  tender  of  £19,763  was 
received  and  this  was  accepted  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  5c 
Local  Government  for  approval,  the  total  cost  of  the  whole 
scheme  being  computed  at  £23,330.  The  Ministry,  however, 
required  further  data  regarding  the  scheme  but  at  the  end 
of  the  year  the  Council  were  expecting  very  soon  to  receive 
formal  consent. 
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(b)  Evercreech  (including  Stoney  Stratton)  .  Earl;/  in  the 
year  the  County  Council  informed  the  Council  that  they 

t 

considered  the  estimated  cost  of  sewering  the  hamlet  of 
Stoney  Stratton,  noar  Evercreech,  at  £19,500  too  high  and 
requested  the  Council  to  consider  a  more  economical  scheme. 
The  Council Ts  Consulting  Engineers,  however,  considered  the 
scheme  prepared  to  be  the  most  economical  and  the  County 
Council  wore  requested  to  approve  the  principle  of  Stonoy 
Stratton  drainage  being  dealt  with  at  the  proposed  Evercreech 
sewage  works  and  that  the  design  of  such  works  should  make 
provision  for  the  ultimate  reception  of  drainage  from  Stoney 
Stratton.  In  Juno  the  County  Council  agreed  to  this.  The 
additional  cost  of  enlarging  tho  proposed  Evercreoch  works 
to  receive  the  drainage  from  Stonoy  Stratton  at  a  later 
date  was  estimated  at  £3,350. 

With  regard  to  the  Evercreech  scheme,  Messrs  C  &  G. 
Prideaux  Ltd.,  were  asked  early  in  the  year  to  negotiate 
with  the  Council  for  an  agreement  under  the  Public  Health 
(Drainage  of  Trade  Promises)  Act,  1937,  in  respect  of  their 
milk  factory  premises  and  in  November  a  satisfactory  agree¬ 
ment  ,was  reached.  Further  complaints  woro  received  from 
the  River  Board  of  the  pollution  of  the  River  Alham  from 
the  existing  works  but  the  Council  v/ore  of  the  opinion  that 

only  tho  proposed  sewage  works  would  effectively  remedy  the 
,  *  * 

pollution . 

The  Official  Ministry  Enquiry  into  the  Councils 
proposals  was  held  in  August,  1958,  and  as  a  result  the 

i 

Ministry  of  Housing  &  Local  Government  informed  tho  Council 
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in  September  that  they  agreed  in  principle  to  the  construction 


of  the  new  surface  water  drain  by  the  open  ditch  adjoining 


the  Prestleigh  Road  and  authorised  the.  Council  to  invite  tenders 


for  this  part  of  the  Evercreech  sewerage  scheme.  The  Ministry 


informed  the  Council  that  as  far  as  the  new  sewers  we re 


concerned  (including  Stoney  Stratton)  such  proposals  would  b 


o 


considered  on  their  merits  as  received  from  the  Council. 


The  Ministry  agreed  that  the  proposed  sewage  disposal  works 


should  be  designed  to  provide  for  the  ultimate  sewering  of 


Stoney  Stratton  but  adjourned  consideration  of  the  new  sewage 


disposal  works  until  they  were  supplied  with  more  information 


as  to  trade  waste  from  the  milk  factory.  The  Council,  there¬ 


fore,  decided  to  prepare  plans  and  invito  tenders  for  the  new 


surface  water  drain.  As  noted  above  an  agreement  with  regard 


to  the  trade  waste  from  the  milk  factory  has  now  been  reached 


with  the  owners.  This,  then,  was  the  position  at  the  end  of 


the  year  when  tenders  for  the  construction  of  the  new  surface 


water  drain  were  being  awaited . 


(C)  Stratton- on- tho-Fosse  -  Second  Stage. 

In  March  the  Council  were  informed  by  the  Consulting 
Engineers  that  the  second  stage  of  sewering  the  village  of 


Stratton-or-the-Fosso  was  estimated  to  cost  £28,000  and  th 
Engineers  wore  instructed  to  prepare  the  scheme  In  detail.

The  Downside  Abbey  Authorities  offered  to  make  a  contribution 
of  £3,000  towards  the  cost  of  the  works  as  this  second  stage 
of  the  scheme  would  include  for  draining  the  College  and  Abbey 
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houses  and  appurtenances  and  would  thus  obviate  the  necess¬ 
ity  of  the  Abbey  Authorities  reconstructing  their  own  sewage 
disposal  works 'which  are  in  a  bad  state* 

Alien  'the  details  of  the  scheme  were  completed  the 
Council  invited  tenders  for  the  work  and  a  tender  was 
accepted  in  October,  1958,  in  the  sum  of  £19,024.  The  total 
c-ost  of  the  scheme  was  computed  at  £22,540,  towards  which 
the  Abbey  Authorities  had  agreed  to  contribute  £3,000.  The 
approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
was  sought  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  such  approval  was 
being  awaited. 

(D)  Other  Parishes. 

In  October,  the  Council  considered  the  needs  of  the  . 

villages  of  Holcombe,  Hilton,  Ditchoat  and  West  Cranmore 

with  respect  to  the  provision  of  sewerage  schemes  and 

endevoured  to  assess  priorities.  In  view  of  the  similarity 

of  the  needs  of  Holcombe,  Hilton  and  Ditcheat  the  Council 

* 

were  at  that  time  unable  to  decide  which  of  these  three 
villages  had  the 'prior  claim  for  a  sewerage  scheme  and, 
accordingly,  the  Council  instructed,  that  a  detailed  exam¬ 
ination  of  the  drainage  circumstances  of  those  3  villages 
be  carried  out  and  that  when  this  was  completed  they  would 
■then  further  consider  the  matter.  At  the  end  of  the  year 

this  examination  had  been  commenced.

A  request  was  received  for  consideration  to  be  given 
to  the  sewering  of  the  hamlet  of  East  End  in  the  parish  of 
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Stoke  St.  Michael  hut  on  investigation  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  found  there  was  no  public  health  nuisance  and 
could  not  recommend  the  Council  to  sewer  the  hamlet  for  the 
present . 

2 .  Pollution  of  Riv ers  and  Streams . 

Apart  from  the  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams  referred 
to  in  the  need  for  sewerage  schemes,  serious  pollution  of 
the  River  Sheppoy  at  Croscombo  continued  -  and  this  despite 
the  construction  of  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  for  the 
Urban  District  Council,  The  effluent  from  this  works  (which 
is  situate  just  above  Croscombo  village)  appears  to  be  most 
unsatisfactory1  causing  pollution  of  the  whole  river  through 
Croscombo  and  beyond.  The  attention  of  the  Urban  District 
Council  was  drawn  to  this  in  ^October* 

3 ,  Drainage  of  existing  hou ses . 

Table  B  on  page  38  shows  the  number  of  houses  in  the 
district  drained  to  a  public  sewer  at  the  end  of  1958  as 
1,000  (31.26/?),  1,473  houses  (46.04/?)  are  drained  to  cess¬ 

pits  or  septic  tanks  and  726  houses  (22.70/?)  have  no  drain¬ 
age  or  have  unsatisfactory  drainage. 

Ho  comparisons  can  bo  made  with  last  year  ov/ing  to 
the  transfer  of  196  houses  to  the  Clutton  R.D.C. 
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(D)  CLOSETS  AMD  OTHER  SANITARY  FACILITIES. 

Table  B  on  page  38  shows  that  2,453  houses  in'  the 
district  (76.7 /)  have  a  water  closet,  20  houses  (0.6$)  have 
shared  closets,  657  houses  (20*5$)  have  a  pail  or  chemical 
closet  and  69  houses  (2.2$)  have  a  privy  closet,  a  decrease 
of  12  on  the  previous  year.

This  table  also  shows  that  312  houses  in  the  district 
(9.8%)  have  no  sink  and  1,245  houses  (38.9$)  have  no  bath. 

The  general  improvement  under  this  heading  is  mainly 
due  to  3  factors  -  slum  clearance,  improvement  grants  and 
voluntary  efforts  by  owners. 

No  comparisons  can  be  made  with  last  year  owing  to  the 
transfer  of  196  houses  to  the  Clutton  R.D.C.

(E)  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  /  SALVAGE.  •  . 

1 .  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal . 

Owing  to  loss  of  part  of  the  district  to  the  Clutton 
R.D.C.,  it  was  possible  in  Juno  to  initiate  the  collection 
of  refuse  from  Downside  College.  Refuse  was  not  previously

collected  from  the  College  so  that  the  College  now  has  a

fortnightly  collection  as  other  premises. 

The  Council !s  12  cubic  yard  Bedford  Lorry  (with  diesel 
engine)  is  now  in  its  fifth  year  of  service  and  the  lorry 
and  the  crew  of  driver  and  2  loaders  continued  to  give 
satisfactory  service.  There  wore,  however,  some  breakdowns 
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of  the  lorry  but  these  did  .not  seriously  disrupt  the 
collection  service.  It  was  necessary,  however,  to  have  a 
reconditioned  engine  installed  in  September.  The  fortnightly 
collection  for  each  parish  continued.  .  1 

The  tip  at  Moorwood  (Ashwick)  continued  in  operation 
as  the  sole  tip  and  the  tip  was  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
condition  by  the  refuse  lorry  crow, 

During  the  year  649  loads  of  refuse  were  collected,  a 
slight  decrease  on  last  year 
2 ♦  Salvage . 

(a)  Waste  Paper.  During  the  year  the  waste  paper  dealers 
were  still  imposing  certain  restrictions  due  to  the  con¬ 
tinued  slackness  In  the  trade  but  26  tons  if-  cwts.were 
dispatched  to  the  dealers  and  yielded  the  sum  of  £107*9*3, 
(compared  with  £93*7.6.  in  1957).  At  the  yearfs  end  the 
v/aste  paper  trade  showed  no  signs  of  complete  recovery 
and  storage  of  surplus  is  still  necessary. 

(b)  Scrap  Metal. 

23  tons  loir  cwts.,  of  scrap  metal  was  dispatched  to 
the  dealers  during  the  year,  and  the  Council  received 
£95.  9,  Od.,  slightly  less  than  the  previous  year.  This 
was  mainly  due  to  fluctuation  in  the  price  per  ton. 

(c)  General . 

Total  income  from  salvage  amounted  to  £202. 18. 3d. 
some  £31  less  than  in  1957.  Out  of  this  income  must  be 
deducted  the  men r s  bonus,  but  since  the  new  bonus  rates 
came  into  force  the  amount  of  salvage  collected  has  greatly 


increased.

1.  General .  A  considerable  amount  of  activity  took  plac 
in  the  field  of  housing  with  good  results.  Ho  formal

was  taken  but,  nevertheless,  good  progress  was  again 
made  in  the  making  fit  of  unfit  houses.  Table  C  (Con¬ 
dition  of  Houses)  on  page  39  shows  the  improvements  in 
general  housing  conditions  in  the  district  and  it  will 
be  seen  that  18  houses  in  need  of  major  repairs  were 
made  fit  during  the  year  as  compared  with  17  in  1957. 

This  was  achieved  by  means  of  informal  action  and  by 
the  utilisation  of  Improvement  Grants  and  these,  processes 
are  continuing.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
figures  quoted  only  allow  for  cases  with  which  the 
Council Ts  Officers  are  familiar.  The  figures  do  not 
allow  for  houses  which  may  be  repaired  voluntarily  by 


the  Owners  without  the  Council *s  knowledg 


2.  Slum  Clearance.  The  total  number  of  unfit  houses  was 
reduced  by  33  during  1958.  The  number  of  unfit  houses 

ascertained  in  1955  by  the  comprehensive  housing  survey

was  326  and  by  the  end  of  1958  after  3  years  progress 
the  number  had  boon  reduced  to  179,  Thus  in  3  years, 


147  houses  (45 %)  have  been  dealt  with  but  as  th 


V/ 


Council  set  themselves  a  5  year  target,  progress  to-date 
is  below  that  envisaged.  In  the  first  two  years  (1956 
and  1957)  35$  of  the  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  which 
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was  regarded  as  satisfactory  but  only  10%  were  dealt 
with  in  1958.  This  is  largely  d.ue  to  the  difficulties 
encountered  in  the  Slum  Clearance  project  at  White  Post 
and  Norton  Down  in  the  parish  of  Stratton-on-the-Fosse 
which  the  Council  had  hoped  to  carry  out.  The  position 
with  regard  to  the  provision  of  houses  at  Stratton-on- 
the-Fosse  for  slum  clearance  purposes  is  explained  in 
the  Section  on  ''Council  Houses1'. 

Of  the  179  unfit  houses  still  to  be  dealt  with  10 
are  void  and  uninhabitable  and  75  are  occupied  by  old 
people  whom  the  Council  do  not  wish  to  disturb. 

The  progress  made  during  the  year  is  shown  in  Table 
D  (Unfit  Houses)  on  page  40. 

Table  E  (Houses  Closed)  on  page  40  shows  that  16 
houses  were  closed  by  means  of  Undertakings  or  Closing 
Orders.  No  Demolition  Orders  were  made.  Eleven  houses 
which  had.  been  closed,  were  made  fit  during  the  year  and 
the  Undertakings  cancelled  and  one  was  converted  to  an 
agricultural  store.  One  house  previously  condemned  is 
occupied  under  licence  and  one  house  previously  condemned 
but  not  licensed  is  still  occupied. 

3.  Improvement  Grants.  Improvement  Orants  were  still 
encouraged  without  restriction  and  the  principle  of  a 
grant  of  50%  (with  a  maximum  of  £400)  was  adhered  to.  The 
average  grant  awarded  per  dwelling  was  £369. 

Unfortunately,  the  number  of  formal  applications 
received  dropped  considerably  during  1958.  Only  13 
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applications  were  received  and  approved  (compared  with 
28  in  1956  and  26  in  1957)  and  as  improvement  grant 
schemes  do  much  to  improve  the  housing  conditions  of  the 
district  and  prevent  many  country  cottages  from  falling 
into  disuse,  it  is  suggested  that  the  Council  might 
consider  publicity  for  Improvement  Grants.  The  potential 
in  the  district  is  very  great  and  as  many  owners,  do  not 
seem  to  know  about  the  grants  some  publicity  might  be 
advantageous.  There  also  appears  to  be  many  mistaken 
ideas  about  grants  among  certain  sections  of  the  commun¬ 
ity,  particularly  farmers* 

Table  P  on  page  41  shows  that  schemes  for  the  impro¬ 
vement  of  20  houses  were  completed  during  the  year.  Of 
this  number,  7  were  for  owner- occupiers  and  13  for  tenants* 
The  effect  that  Improvement  Grants  has  on  making  unfit 
houses  fit  is  also  shown.  In  addition  to  the  number  of 
formal  applications  received,  numerous  enquiries  wore 
received  which  did  not  materialise  into  applications, 

4 ,  Private  Houses  Erected.  14  houses  were  Greeted  by  9 

private  enterprise  during  tho  year, 

5.  Overcrowding .  Ho  cases  were  discovered  during  tho  year 

and  there  are  no  cases  on  the  Council’s  register* 

(H)  COUNCIL  HOUSE 3 

1,  Applications  for  Houses.'  At  the  end '  of  the  year  there 
were  116  applications  on  the ' Council ! s  Housing  List,  an 
increase  of  9  during  the  year.’  Of  this 'total  of  116, 
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only  63  cases  were  considered  to  have  established  a 
housing  need,  and  these  63  applications  consisted  of  36 
young  people  and  27  old  people  applying  for  bungalows. 
Several  of  the  36  applications  from  young  people  came 
from,  the  prospective  clearance  areas  at  Horton  Down  and 
White  Post  in  the  parish  of  Stratton-on~the~Fosse .  The 
Council,  therefore,  decided  to  build  houses  for  slum 
clearance  purposes  and  bungalows  for  old  people,  both  of 
which  types  of  dwellings  continue  to  receive  a  Government 
subsidy  (£22  and  £10  respectively) .  The  Council  also  had 
in  mind,  that  some  applications  for  old  peoples  bungalows 
were  from  tenants  of  their  own  houses  and  it  was  felt 
that  the  freeing  of  these  under-occupied  houses  would 
enable  general  applicants  to  be  housed. 

During  the  year  14  applicants  were  re -housed  when 
existing  houses  became  vacant  but  no  new  houses  were 
erected  during  the  year. 

Details  of  applications,  etc.,  are  given  in  Table 
G  (Council  Houses)  on  page 42. 

2,  Building  Programme .  Early  in  1958, the  Council  adopted 
a  building  programme  as  follows  ’  '

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The  Council  decided  that  if  the  Ministry  approved  this 
programme  then  the  Council  would  decide  in  the  light  of 
prevailing  financial  circumstances  (particularly  interest 
rates)  when  each  separate  project  should  commence. 

By  April  the  Council  had  found  that  they  were  unable 
to  redevelop  the  slum  clearance  site  at  Norton  Down, 
Stratton-on-the-Fosse .  They  had  wished  to  provide  12 
new  houses  at  Norton  Down  to  replace  the  houses  in  this  area 
that  it  was  proposed  to  clear  but  there  were  strong 
objections  from  the  County  Planning  Authority  to  the 
rebuilding  of  houses  on  this  site.  The  Council,  therefore, 
decided  in  principle  to  endeavour  to  obtain  a  site  in 
Stratton-on-the-Fosse  village  to  build  12  houses  for  the 
re-housing  of  tenants  from  the  Norton  Down  area.  A  site 
in  Stratton-on-the-Fosse  was  offered  to  the  Council  but 
the  use  of  this  site  depended  absolutely  on  the  carrying 
out  of  the  2nd. stage  of  the  Stratton-on-the-Fosse 


sewerage  Scheme  -  and  this  had  not  yet  been  agreed  by 
the  Council.  There  was  thus  no  prospect  of  this  slum 
clearance  scheme  being  carried  out  in  1958,  although 
layout  details  were  prepared. 

At  Ever crouch  it  was  found  possible  in  June  to 
obtain  a  much  larger  site  and  the  Council  then  decided 


to  build  5  old  pooplos  bungalows  instead  of  the  2

already  agreed.  In  July  it  was  decided  to  invite  tenders 
for  the  2  old  peoples  bungalows  at  Kingscombe,  Gurney 
Slado ,  and  the  2  at  Holcombe,  and  in  August  it  was  also 
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decided  to  invite  tenders  for  the  2  old  peoples  bungalows 
at  Stoke  St.  Michael.  On  receipt  of  tenders  for  the  two- 
old  peoples  bungalows  at  Holcombe  it  was  found  that  it 
would  bo  more  economic  to  build  4  bungalows  instead  of 
the  2  already  envisaged.  In  October,  the  Council  accepted 
that  there  was  a  need  for  2  old  peoples  bungalows  at 
Batcombe  and  2  at  Ditcheat  and,  in  December, it  was  also 
decided  that  there  was  need  for  2  old  peoples  bungalows 
at  Cranmore  and  2  at  Croscom.be  and  2  houses  (for  general 
needs)  at  Pilton. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  nego¬ 
tiate  for  the  purchase  of  a  plot  of  land  at  Evorcreoch 
large  enough  to  erect  15  old  peoples  bungalows  with 
welfare  facilities  and  with  accommodation  for  a  warden. 

Thus,  at  the  close  of  the  year  the  Council fs  building 
programme  had  risen  from  the  original  2  houses  for  slum 
clearance  and  8  old  peoples  bungalows  to  the  following  e. - 
2  houses  at  Cranmore  (for  slum  clearance) .

At  the  begining  of  the  year  the 

Council  were  preparing  3  conversion  schemes,  conversion  of 

3  cottages  into  2  at  Stoney  Stratton,  Evercroech,  conversion 

of  a  bakehouse  at  Ditcheat  into  a  dwelling-house  and 

conversion  of  a  disused  chapel  at  Pylle  into  a  dwelling-house. 

It  was  the  CouncilTs  intention  to  obtain  a  grant  towards 

the  cost  of  these  schemes  from  the  Ministry  and,  if  the 

schemes  were  economical,  the  Council  hoped  to  obtain  other

Unfortunately,  when  tenders  for*  those  3  conversion  schemes 

were  received,  it  was  found  that  the  schemes  would  not  be 

economic  and,  despite  efforts  to  cut  costs,  the  schemes  were 

still  not  considered  economic  propositions.

Promises)  on  page  4V  shows  the  number  of  food  premises  in 
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the  district.  Inspections  were  carried  out  as  time 
permitted. 

5.  Slaughterhouses .  On  28th, February,  1958 ,  the  Council 
gave  up  their  tenancy  of  the  Slaughterhouse  at  Pylle  and 
handed  the  promises  back  to  the  owner.  A  licence  was 
issued  in  favour  of  the  owner  and  the  premises  are  now 
run  as  a  private  slaughterhouse.  The  kill  at  Pylle 
slaughterhouse,  however,  remains  the  same. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  another  slaughterhouse  was 
licensed  and  went  into  operation.  This  slaughterhouse 
(at  Evercreoch)  had  been  re-built  and  modernised  by  the 
owner. 

There  arc  thus  2  licensed  private  slaughterhouses 
in  the  district .  -  . 

6.  Slaughtermen .  One  Slaughterman T s  Licence  was  issued 
during  the  year  and  there  are  now  16  slaughtermen  licensed 
by  the  Council  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts. 

7.  Meat  Inspection.  Pull  inspection  of  meat  is  carried 
out  at  the  two  slaughterhouses  and  Tables  N  and  0  on 
pages  48 and  49 show  the  quantity  of  meat  condemned  for 
various  reasons. 

As  will  be  seen  from  Table  N  on  page  48  few  carcases 
are  now  condemned,  for  tuberculosis  and  the  majority  of 
carcases  are  condemned  for  less  obvious  reasons. 
Septicaemia,  fever  and  the  like  (which  are  considered 
much  more  dangerous  conditions  from  a  food  consumption 
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point  of  view)  are  the  major  reasons  for  condemnation  of 
carcases*  Meat  condemned  for  diseases  other  than  Tuber¬ 
culosis  outnumbers  greatly ,  in  any  case,  that  condemned  for 
Tuberculosis*  The  number  of  Sl casualties n  killed  and  in¬ 
spected  remains  high  and  great  vigilance  is  necessary 
when  inspecting  this  type  of  carcase* 

There  were  15  cases  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  in  cattle 
(the  larval  stage  of  the  human  tapeworm)  and  this  was  an 
increase  of  6  on  1957#  There  is  no  drop  in  the  incidence 
of  these  cases.  Carcases  affected  with  this  disease 
must  be  placed  in  cold  storage  to  kill  the  larvae  and 
this  measure  is  not  popular  among  butchers. 

Assistance  in  Meat  Inspection  was  again  given  to 
Street  U.D.C.  on  occasions  when  their  Inspector  was
